WILL PROVE A PROTECTION. 


Recent U.S. Regulations will Assist 
Canadian Fishermen. 


A recent dispatch announced that the 
United States treasury department has 
given a decision which will render the 
hin portation of Canadian fish, no matter 
by whom, or how caught, adead industry. 
A-suming this to be correct, the treasury 
department may look out for a bom bard- 
ment of petitions from wealthy United 
States fish companies against the raling. 
It is a well known fact that in Lake Win- 
nipeg, Lakeof the Woods and other inland 
waters of Canada the-e firms have carried 
on @ successful business for years. The 
plan was to furnish Canadian fishermen 
with nets and other plant and handle 
their catch in the United States markeis 
Fish thus caught were entered free of 
duty im the States as having been taken 
with **Aierican twine.”’ or shipped in 
“American bottoms.” Quite an agita- 
tion was carried on a couple of years ago 
by Canadian fishing firms against the ad- 
Vantage enjoved by the United States 
companies in this respect, but the gov- 
ermninent ap peare «ld to be powe ‘rless to re- 
medy the grievance.
